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STAGE CENSORSHIP. 

When he eppeared before a committee appoint-. 
éd to consider the question of the stage censor- 
ship, Mr. Hall Caine remarked that “the moral 
effect of a play depended on its tendency, and 
was not determined by its words or scenes, 

This ig the whole matter in a nutshell, But in 
order to make it intelligible a distinction must 
be made between decency and morality. Prob- 
ably the vast. majority of people—there fx no 
doubt that all censors, confuse thé two and be- 
lieve that what is decent and what is moral are 
one and the same. This is an elementary error. 
It is indecent to spit on a lady’s rug. But it is 
not immoral unless a question of property is 
involved. It is indecent to slam doors and to make 
day and night hideous for all within earshot. But 
it ‘is not necessarily immoral. Some ‘highly moral 
persons slam doors. Indecency is that which 
shocks the sensibilities of socialized people, dis- 
turbs the comely order of social life and out- 
rages the natural, wholesome sense of propriety. 

But morality {is not subject to the tests of 
decency. Many people who are highly immoral are 
painfully decent. Acts which are wrapped about 
with a thousand folds of decency may be im- 
moral. A play may be unspeakably immoral and 
yet contain not one suggestion of indecency. Cen- 
sors will pass that play. 

Mr. Caine récalled: an hypothetical caze for il- 
lustration used by Sir W, 8. Gilbert. Hliza takes 
off her dressing gown and. steps. into the bath. 
He thought tnat was possitile in a novel, but im- 
possible on the stage. Mr. Caine thinks it is just 
the other way. 

This brings us close to the real issue. It the 
performance is properly done, a well brought up, 
healthy minded young woman will see in it a link 
in a chain of dramatic action which may be chaste 
as ice, as pure as snow. A sophisticated young 
woman not used to chains of action or sequences 
of any other order will see in it a suggestion of 
something evil, and promptly respond with “a 
-knowing giggle. 

It appéars thén that’ the ‘question,’ of ' stage 
morality depends upon three factofs; the author 
of the play, the actor, and the audience. Tie 
author may have only the cleanest thought and 
purpose. But if there is mud in the actor’s mind, 
he will consciously, or more frequently uncon 
sciously, lay hold of and emphasize a violation of 
decency and, in the manner of the uncleah, turn 
it into a suggestion of immorality. And if the 
audience is Mke minded they will telish the im- 


ready full of mud.

The fierce outbursts of wrath all over Europe 
following upon the judicial murder of Francesco 
Ferrer go to show that the crisis which the 
Bourbon Government. of Spain hoped to avert by 
this unexpected Severity has been in fact pre- 
cipitated by it, and the consequences to the bar- 
barous Government promise to be infinitely more 
serious than could possibly have ensued from a 
temperate exercise of lawful authority. 

In an age when even barbarous Russia allows 
Tolstol and other enemies of despotism and 
friends of fre’ thought and free speech to live 
and work, it seems inconceivable that Spain, with 
all her black history to teach her better, should 
have reverted to the tyrannical and cruel methods 
of bygone centuries, Spain’s best blood was shed 
in an effort to balk progress and prevent the en- 
trance of new ideas. The consequence is that 
the average of energy and intelligence was per- 
ceptibly -reduced and along with this extirpa- 
tion of the best, most capable and patriotic Span- 
lards, began the decline of the Spanish power. 
Ferrer embodied and represented the vigor, 
health and hope of the Spanish race. What does 
Maura stand for? And the wretched ttle King? 
Which one of these could Spain best spare? 

In rude ages political quarrels generally in- 
volved the death of the defeated factionist, prot- 
estant, or rebel, The “fall” of a royal ‘minister 
was in most instances followed by the loss of his

FISHING FOR DEVELOPMENT. 

Gov. Hadley is reported to be greatly encour- 
aged by the success of hig expedition into the 
Ozarks and down the Current River. The pur- 
pose, says a synipathetic chronicle, is “to stim- 
ulate interest in-Missourl’s undeveloped resources 
and water power,” and, it continues, “the fish- 
ing and hunting arrangements are in charge of 
Jesse A. Tolerton, State Game and Fish Warden.” 
We are further informed that “the interest 
throughout the Ozarks is intense,” and in the 
same narrative that “four men and a guide or 
boatman are assigned to each flatboat, the party 
fishing as the boats rapidly drift with the cur- 
rent;” 

Heretofore official enthusiasm for developing 
natural resources, for reforestration and general 
reclamation and progress, has sperit ftself in 
creating new offices and banqueting for the good 
of the cause.

city. When the “educated” chimpanzee, 
as Owner Joseph McArdle callg him, had 
finished the ordeal of tests, Dr. Witmer 
said: 

“This chimpanzee shows much more 
intelligence than many children I have 
had before me for examination. It 
seems to me he has come to a point 
now where he needs to be educated 
rather than trained; he is capable of 
wonderful things.’’ 


Writes Alphabetic Letter. 

In the course of an hour Peter was 
placed on a table before a blackboard, 
and watched Dr. Witmer write the let- 
ter ““‘W’’ in red chalk. Then, being 
given this same piece of chalk, the 
chimpanzee made a creditable “Ww” di- 
rectly below it on the blackboard. This 
monkey feat brought forth some sin- 
cere applause. The room was crowded 
with. the psychology students of Dr.

FOUND IN LOST 
CTY OF MEXICO 


Municipality Deserted in 1450 
Is Now Being Uncovered 
by Delvers. 


PYRAMID MARKS SITE 


Location Long a Mystery, Ex- 
pect Search to Fill Gap in 
American History. 


MEXICO CITY,’ Oct. 16.—One of the 
most important discoveries which has 


been made in many years is the recent 
unearthing by Prof. Ramon Mena, the 
noted archaeologist of Mexico, of the 
ancient Texcocab city of Otumba, which 
ig located about five miles from the 
present city of Otumba and about fif- 
teen miles from San Juan to Teotihua- 
can. 

Prof. Mena, who has delved into the 
ancien§ documients and archives of Tex- 
coco, which, as all readers of Mexican 
history will remember, was the only 
independent nation existing near the 
domains of the Aztec empire, often 
found reference made to another large 
city which was supposed to have ex- 
isted somewhere near  Teotihuacan, 
which is at present in process of com- 
plete excavation. 

About two years ago the professor 
began searching for the lost city and 
complete success crowned his efforts a 
few weeks ago, when he uncovered near 
the present city of Otumba, as: stated 
above, what appears to be the ruins of 
ancient Otumba, eight kilometers, or 
nearly five miles in length. 

Deserted and Then Lost. 

This city flourished during the reign 
of Netzahualtcoyotl, King of Texcoco, in 
the middle of the fifteenth century, or 
somewhere near 1450 A. D., before the 
advent of Cortes. It is supposed that 
epidemics, wars and crop failures com- 
pelled the inhabitants of ancient Otumba 
to abandon it, after which ran: vegeta- 
tion spread over the houses and finally 
the winds and sands covered it. 

After thig came the conquest, years 
later, and with it that chaos from which 
it took Mexico some centuries to emerge, 
and it is easy to understand how, after 
several generations, even the site of a 
city like this would be forgotten, and 
the fact of its very existence would be- 
come merely a pene of tradition and 
legend. 

It is no snihiaasiecihiiin to state that 
Otumba will rank with Teotihuacan in 
importance to the archeological’ world, 
as it is even. larger in extent than that 
city, and presents almost ariBlogical 
characteristics in the building scheme— 
the pyramid, teocali, etc. 

Prof. Mena discovered, in the investi- 
gations which have thus far been made, 
a pyramid 80 feet high cnd about 660 feet 
in circumference. This is almost as 
large as the Pyramid of the Moon, in 
Teotihuacan, and is of the same general 
form... ; 
Houses Are of Cement. 

Two houses were unearthed, the first 
of which is of stone, with the stone 
walls, or what is left of them, about 
ix feet in height. The other house, prob- 
bly the -egidencs of some priest of 
very high rank, was of cement; floors of 
cement and walls of cement, the latter 
being freacoed in,re? and blue—the whole 
teing in a perfect state of preservation. 
This house contains three rooms and a 
cellar. The cellar also contains several 
rooms, all with floors of cement. 

Near this house was discovered a 
‘“‘teocali,”” of temple, with the platform 
and walls stili preserved. One wall was 
something over two meters thick, which 
Cenotes the strength with which the 
Texcocans and Aztecs of a civilization 
which antedates any other in America by 
several generations used to build their 
public edifices. The bases, upon which 
¢vidently reposed four columns, were 
also discovered in a good state of pres- 
ervation on the teocali. 

Search for Documents. 

Many idols and ancient jewels of that 

civilization which is still more or legs a 
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also found, and further excavations 
will undoubtedly reveal many things of 
great interest to archaeologists. It is 
not going too far to say that perhaps 
some documents and archives may be 
found which will shed considerable light 
upon some of the disputed passages of 
Texcocan and Mexican history. 

The very name of the fierce King of 
the Texcocans of this period—the ff- 
teenth century—bring up visions of a 
bloodthirsty, conquering monarch, ever 
ready to lead his valiants to the battle- 
fields against. the encroachments of their 
ancient and sworn enemy—the Aztecs. 
Netzahuatlcoyotl! Netzahuatl means 
hungry and coyot! means wolf, and thus 
wou have it—hungry wolf! What a 
fierce, bloodthirsty, yet withal valiant 
warrior he must have been! 

It is to be earnestly hoped that a dis- 
covery of such importance as this may 
have the attention to which it is en- 
titled, and that excavation may not be 
long delayed, in order that the archae- 
ological world may soon have the bene- 
fit of the secrets which are undoubtedty

The aeronautes say their average speed 
was 65 miles an hour, and that they 
passed over the Cumberland mountains 
at % miles an hour.

MEETING OF THE RIVALS 


Locomotive Leaps Forward to 
Defeat Vehicle of 
the Air...

COLLEGH PARE, Md., Oct. 16.— 
Wilbur Wright today introduced an ele- 
ement of the spectacular in the other- 
wise monotonous training flights at the 


Government aerodrome, when he raced 
his machine with a swift Baltimore and 
Qhio express train. 

It was while he was making a four- 
minute flight in a six-mile wind late in 
the afternoon that the aviator came 
abreast of the fast moving train, which 
seemed to challenge its more modern 
rival. 

To the smal] group of newspaper men, 
reinforced by a quota of the country 
folk about College Park, it appeared 
that the train was gaining on the avi- 
ator.

The aeroplanist was congratulated by 
spectators when he descended on his 
exhibition of speed and manipulation in 
the race.

assistance in tle hunt for Sam Turrisi, 
believed te be the kidnaper. 
Vivianos, In the throes of fear and 
dread, turned a deaf ear to Schoppe’s 
entreaties and departed for St, Louls 
with the children this.crening. 

The Vivianos will arrive in-St. Louis 
with the two children at 8 o'clock to- 
morrow. The mothers of Grace and 
Tomasso and a crowd of friends are 
expected to meet them at Union 8ta- 
tion. -Sam Turrisl, who abducted the 
children from their homes in St Louis, 
Aug. 2, it was learned today, was sean 
in an Italian resort at 10 o’clock Thurs- 
day night, several hours after Grace 
and Tomasso had been turned loose on 
the streets.

ROME, Oct. 16.—The Countess of 
Spottiswood-Mackin has arrived here 
from Paris for her wedding a fortnight 
hence to the Duke Delmonte-Marigliano, 
of a very noble Neapolitan .family. 


The announcement of the prepara- 
tions for the wedding of the Countess, 
the former Miss Sallie Britton of St. 
Louis, terminates a series of rumors 
concérning her marriage to various 
titled personages that has attracted in- 
ternational attention because of her 
prominence and the prominence of the 
persons with whom her name was 
linked. Several months ago a rumor 
that she was .to wed a former prince of 
France was the talk of Paris. 

Cleverness Wins Titled Friends. 

No other St. Louis woman is so well 
known abroad as the Countess Spottis- 
wood-Mackin. Because of her cleverness 
she made friends of royaity in En- 
gland, France, Germany and Italy, 
where other women of greater beauty 
were able to get no further than a 
presentation to titled personages. - 

Besides being a brilliant conversation- 
alist, she takes a deep interest in ques- 
tions of European politics and an ac- 
tive part in charitable movements, Be- 
cause of her liberality and her work as 
a philanthropist, Pope Leo XIII _be- 
stowed upon her the title of Countess 
and a few months ago Pope Pius X 
raised her to the rank of Princess. 

Several years ago thé Couritess pub- 
lished a book called “A Society Wom- 
an of Two Continents,” which attracted 
a great deal of attention. In it she 
spoke intimately of persons and scenes 
that are known to very few not born 
of royal blood. 

Won Piace in St. Louis Society. 

The Countess is the second daughter 
of the late James H. Britton, who was 
Mayor of St.. Louis in the early ‘70s.

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Her debut was a memorable social 
event. Sallie Britton had just come from 
@ convent school when she got her first 
peep of the world through St. Louis 
society. The seclusion of her life in’ 
the convent had only given her a 
keener appetite for the brilliant life 
into which she was thrown after her 
debut and her enthusfasm was what 
first attracted the young men of, her 
circle. Later her wit won for her a 
reputation that many an older woman 
envied, and it was‘ noticed that ‘when 
persons of rank or achievement were 
entertained in St. Louis, it was Sallie 
Britton who seemed to be able to held 
their interest bY sass everyone else had 
failed. 

She was more widely read than the 
young women who were her companions 
and she thought and knew more about 
things outside of St. Louis. It was per- 
haps because of this that no St. Louls 
man won her heart. She gave her hand 
to James Mackin of New York, a man 
of great wealth, and treasurer, at that 
time, of the State of New York. 


Soon Won Place in Europe. 

For several years Mrs. Mackin lived 
in Albany, N. Y., with her husband. 
When his term of office expired they 
went to Europe and spent several years 
in travel, , 

During their travels Mrs. Mackin was 
presented at the different courts of Eu- 
rope and met and made friends of many 
persons of royal] blood. It seemed that 
she never failed in retaining the interest 
of any person in whom she was interest- 
ed and her interest in human nature 
was as enthusiastic then as when she 
was a young girl fresh from the con- 
vent. 

In 1887 Mr. Mackin died. His widow 
took up her residence, abroad, traveling 
the greater part of the time; While 
in Rome a few years after~her hus- 
band’s death, she was received into the 
Catholic church, to which she had al- 
Ways leaned since the days of her con- 
vent life,

Her Book Well Recetved. 
It was in 1891, after Mrs. Mackin had 


@ttled in Paris, that her book wag 
published jointly in New York and Lon- 
don. From a literary standpoint, the 
book is unique. It is replete with the 
hames of prominent personages, photo- 
graphs of titled friends and somy inter- 
esting notes about the socia) features 
of the foreign capitals, 

Probably the most notable thing about 
the book is the naive way in which the 
‘author describes her social triumphs: 
from the impress shé made on St. Louis 
society when in her teens to the marked 
attentions she received from European 
dignitaries, The frankness with which 
the autoblography was written created 
much discussion, some amusement, but 
withal the book was favorably criti- 
cised and was widely read and had a 
large circulation in this ¢ountry and 
abroad. 

In the fall of 1907 the cable brought 
the story that the Countéss was to mar- 
ry a French nobleman, but the -story 
was denied, and nothing came of it. In 
1900 it was said she was to become the 
bride of the young Marquis Di Rudina, 
but this report was like the others.

$0 FAMILY CAN CATCH TRAIN 


Woman Becalmed in, Station Be- 
cause Some-Child Was Missing 
Each Starting Time. 


Mrs. Amanda Walters, traveling with 
her four children from Birmingham to 
Des Moines, Io., by way of 8t. Louis 
and Kansas City; put a novel problem 
up to the police at Union Station yes- 
terday. 

She had the entire squad called to- 
gether and asked for help. They 
thought at first that she wanted a col- 
lection taken up, and Patrolman Coats 
was about to pass around the hat, 
when she stopped him.

“Conscious Guilt” Absent From 
Faces of Cannibals 











‘Nigeria by Frederick W. Emett give two views of cannibal nature. 

‘A young man and woman, photographed together, look as mild and 
kind as if they had lived always on breakfast food. The faces shown when 
cannibals are photographed in old age look utterly villainous, This may be 
due to misery and hard living. The African cannibal has no lines seamed 
into his face by conscious guilt. When he becomes horribly ugly in old 
age, he does not feel that he has been guilty of anything to make him so. 
He has no idea it is a crime to eat his enemies. He kills them for that 
purpose because they are convenient and he thinks them good te eat. 

The “science of anthropology” is the study of the habits of men in all 
countries and ages. Few peoples are found by it who have not once had 
cannibal habits. The Nigeria cannibals wear little or no clothing, but they 
are not complete barbarians. They are farmers and beekeepers. They can 
work iron. They use cowrie and shells for money, as wampum was used 
by American Indians. A sack holding about 20,000 shells is small change 
for $2. Bows with poisoned arrows are used against invaders. English 
seldiers are much afraid of these arrows, as the poison from them in a 
light wound is almost certain to kill. ‘ 

Cannon and rapid-fire guns are now used against cannibal villages. 
Nigeria cannibals, who have never been conquered before, leave their vil- 
lages for the woods when. the bombardment begins. They keep their bees 
in large hives of baked clay. White soldiers, rushing into a village the 
regroes are leaving, find themselves attacked by swarms of maddened bees. 
Just before leaving, the negroes turn the hives over and stir up the bees to 
cover their own retreat. 

There are still several million people in Africa belonging to cannibal 
tribes. Outside of Africa, open cannibalism has almost disappeared. There 
is little left in the Pacific Islands, where it was once general. Some of the 
strongest and handsomest Pacific Islanders were the greediest cannibals 1n 
the world less than a hundred years ago. They seemed to thrive on human 
flesh, but if is thought that some of the worst diseases, such as leprosy 
and cancer, may have begun in the habits of cannibals centuries ago.

With this we can read the life of Priestley, the Englishman, who helped 
the work in the year Franklin was born in this country, a fish swimming 
in wator was not much more ignorant of how it lived and of what water 
means than all men living in air were of what air means and how it keeps 
them alive. 

Wher a nail rusts, it means that oxygen gas from the arr is blending 
or combining with the iron. When a fire burns, oxygen gas is combining 
with the fu When wood rots, oxygen is combining to rot it. When we 
breathe, oxygen gas is combining with the food we eat to make power ‘vo 
think and act. Lovoister found this gas in air with another gas, nitrogen, 
which is supposed to be useful chiefly in keeping the oxygen from acting 
too fast. If it acted too fast as we breathe it in we might blaze as a fire 
does, 


As soon as it was known what the air is, and that oxygen, @ gas too 
fine to be seen, is the greatest power in all the changes in life, growth and 
death on earth, the mind got more power over nature than in all ways he- 
fore. This single piece of knowledge now has something to do with neariy 
everything we are doing in the United States or trying to do in improving 
it. It showed, as Franklin showed in the case of electricity, the meaning of 
“universal forces” for the first time. They are in the air all around us, 
but we have not conquered them yet. If we will read the life of Lavoisier 
and of Priestley we will see how oxygen from the air works in the bémin 
of men who will go on with the work of explaining what other brains can 
do with the forces of “air, earth, water and fire,” which were once thought 
to explain everything.

LTHOUGH “dry farming” methods 

A seem to be just the reverse of those 

ordinarily employed in Missouri, I[lli- 
nois, Indiana and others of the great ag: i- 
cultural States in the rain belt, “Campbell 
system” experts insist otherwise. The Camp- 
bell method, they claim, would greatly in- 
crease the productiveness of all land, arid or 
otherwise, if intelligently applied, and most 
particularly would protect against sporadic 
drouths in sections where rainfall is usu- 
allly plentiful and insure uniformity and 
certainty of crops. 

To get the best results the “firming” proc- 
ess should be employed when there is suf- 
ficient moisture in the earth that a handful 
of it will mold into a ball and not fall apart 
of its own weight, but still can be easily 
crumbled. It must not be too wet; if it is 
even slightly muddy when you get ready to 
plant don’t plant, say these experts—eiiher 
by the Campbell system or any other, but 
particularly not by the Campbell system. 

The reason deep plowing and vo “firming” 
is successful ‘where rainfall is plentiful is be- 
cause the sections where there is plenty of 
rain can afford to lose the moistu:e—waste 
it—and usually have enough left to water 
the crops. Tae arid districts cannot afford 
to lose a single drop. The Campbell method 
is right and the other wrong in any sec- 
tion, its exponents claim. 











went to South Dakota and took up a claim. His 
neighbors planted wheat and so did he. But 
there was little rain, the land was diy and baked 
in the sun and the wheat withered and died. 
The few neighbors he had pulled up stases gee 
went in search of better land. Campbell Was 
too poor to go with them. He stayed, and the 
next year he put in another crop of wheat, hop- 
ing there might be rain. 

But this season was as dry as the last. The 
wheat came up, nourished by the natural moisture 
in the ground that came from the melting snows 
of winter. Soon this dried up in the hot suf, 
there was no rain to replenish it, and the wheat 
turned oon? and withered. There was nothing 
for him to ‘do but move on before starvation 
came. 

He packed his few household belongings in his 
wagon and went out to catch his old lame mule. 
He noticed as he crossed his wheat field that 
where the mule had made tracks in the soil the 
wheat grew tall and green while all around it 
the wheat was seared and yellow. He stooped 
to examine it and observed that in the mule track 
the soil was packed firmly. 

A long time he stood there in his ruined wheat 
field looking at the buriches of green, thrifty 
wheat in the mule tracks and thinking, trying 
to solve the mystery. He dug with his hands 
down into the soil under the mule tracks and 
found it moist, while the soil all around it was 
dry as dust. 

Suddenly. the solution of it fiashed upon him. 
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The mule’s foot had packed the surface of the 
earth within the track into a firm, smboth cover- 
ing that kept the moisture benea‘h from evapor- 
ating, bottled it up, while the pulverized eartr 
around had allowed all the moisture beneath tr 
be sucked up into the dry atmosphere. 

He had discovered the. secret that was to be 
known over al] the world as “dry farming.” Bu 
not all of its possibilities came to him at once 
He decided then and there to stay upon his 
farm another season ‘and put into practice an 
idea that had come to him. And meanwhile he 
kept on studying the problem. 

All Campbell had when he put in his next 
crop was a few farming implements, the lame 
mule and an ox. He yoked the mule and the ox 
together and plougnéd the ground, harrowed it 
and sowed his wheat. Then he rolled it over 
and over again with a roller made of section 
of heavy log weighted with stone. he few 
neighbors left around him laughed at him and 
said he was crazy. But every grain of the wheat 
he sowed came up. When the hot, rainless days 
came the wheat of his neighbors burned to a 
crisp. But his wheat kept on growing as no 
wheat ever grew before in that part of the 
country, and when he harvested it he had 650 
bushels to the acre.

That was the first “dry farming.” Now Camp- 
bell owns and farms 1000 acres in North Dakota, 
640 acres in Midland County, Tex.; 320 acres 
near Plainview, Tex.; 320 acres at Holdrege, 
Neb.; 640 acres at Medicine Hat, Alberta, and 
a section in South Dakota. 

On these farms, aggregating 3000 acres, he 
harvested this year an average of 60 bushels to 
the acre. They call him the “Bonanza Farmer” 
of the West. Thousands of other farmers who 
followed his methods his- year have harvested 
crops fully as bountiful. And just because an 
old lame mule walked across a wheat field 25 
years ago, and one man had the sense to notice 
it and think about it the West has harvested 
this year one of the largest wheat crops in its 
history. 

Campbell’s new ideas of farming required new 
kinds of farming implements, but when he laid 
his plans before the large manufacturers they 
laughed at him. Then he bought an anvil and 
some blacksmithing and “machinist tools and 
made them himself. Now he has his implements 
made in qa half dozen of the biggest. factories 
in the United States, and they are being made 
to his order in Oaegsa, Arad, Hungary, Hyder- 
abad and Calcutta, and he supplies them from 
there to the farmers who are following his ideas 
in foreign countries. 

“When those farmers back in the old days were 
praying for rain,” says Campbell, “I told them 
that the ‘thing to do was to put a cistern under 
their ground and put a lid on it. The cistern 
was the natural moisture, the lid the pressed 
ground at the top. ‘Save the water you've got,’ 
I told them, ‘and quit praying for rain.’ 

“Here’s one of my secrets. I sow only about 
20 pounds of wheat to the acre, while the ex- 
perts are sowing a bushel and a half. When my 
wheat comes up it is the finest you can see any- 
where—not a ripple on it: This year I estimated 
that I would raise 60 bushels per acre on my 
Nebraska farms. It thrashed out 67 bushels per 
acre. The state experimehtal farm, right across 
the road from my.place, yielded about 15 bushels 
per acre. For every pound of grain | planted I 
reaped 4040 pounds, a manifold of 20s. The 
other fellow got a manifold of only 11. I've got 
as high as 200 heads of wheat from one grain. 

“And it all came about because my old mule 
walked across my wheat field 25 years ago.”’ 

I. W. Haynes, a farmer of Colby, Kan.,. has 
become. rich from following the methods of 
Campbell. His neighbors have copied from 
hiaynes and they are getting rich too.

“Dry farming is what has made our country,” 
said Mr. Haynes the other day. “Last year a 
neighbor of mine tried dry farming on his pota- 
toes. The field he dry-farmed yielded 60 bushels 
to the acre. A fleld beside it was cultivated in 
the old way with tne result that the crop was a 
failure.”

For 10 years after Mr. Campbell had proven 
the value of his new system of farming his time 
Was spent in the management of experimental 
farms, financed by individuals, land companies 
and railroad companies. He was superintendent 
of experimental farms for the Burlington, Union 
Pacific, Northern Pacific, Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul and Soo railroad lines. The railroads 
made contracts with the farmers at various points 
along their lines to try the Campbell system of 
soil culture. The farmers furnished the land. 
The railroad companies furnished the superin- 
tendent. 

In this way Mr. Campbell was at one time the 
superintendent of 43 farms. Thirteen of these 
farms were in Nebraska, 24 in North Dakota, 
three in South Dakota and three in Kansas, at 
Bird Center, Wheeler and St. Francis. 

Since his first experiments in “dry farming” 
Mr. Campbell has made other discoveries which 
have improved his methods. His own outline of 
his system is as follows: ‘ 

1. Catch the rainfall and store it where the 
roots of the plant can reach it.
